10. (currently amended) The coolable layer system as claimed in claim 8, wherein the 
coolable layer system extends in a radial direction and at least one cooling passage is positioned 
in an axial direction at an angl e of 90* to the radial orientation.

12. (previously presented) The coolable layer system as claimed in claim 8, wherein 
at least one cooling passage is arranged at least partially within the coating.
